Government officials said two per- 
sons hiding under the rubble of a 
cattle pen near Burdur died yester- 
day when the debris collapsed again 

under the impact of the latest rumb- 


The tremors were the aftermath 
of ἃ major earthquake ‘that hit Bur- 
dur and its surrounding villeges last 
week, Killing more than 50 persoris. 

‘The Government said Burdur’s po- 
pulation of 35,000 had dwindled to 
about 10,000 as terrified residents 
fled into the open countryside to 
escape collapsing buildings.

THE FAITH OF 
A KGB WOMAN 
PRISONER 


AZTER the latest questioning in the KGB office, where I was again 
threatened with arrest. I decided to write this letter because I am 
afraid that I won't have the time to tell my friends what I have lived 
through im the 34 years of my Hfe. 

1 was born into a Jewish family in a small town in the Ukraine. 
I was taught Yiddish and Jewish customs at home. There were no 
Jewish achools and therefore I went to a Russian school. Since child- 
hood I always felt myself a Jewess. In the eighth grade I refused 
to study the Ukrainian language, stating that my native tongue wes 
Yiddish. 

I was 14 when the campaign of State anti-Semtisim began. It was 
known officially as the struggle against the “rootless cosmopolitans.” I 
remember the atmosphere of fear and confusion at home. At that time 
I wrote ἃ diary. Now, looking through it again, before destroying it 80 
that it won't fall into the hands of the KGB, I twe again through the 
pain of those times. Even at that time i could not understand why ἐξ was 
enough to be a Jew to be rejected. 

But Stalin died. The doctors were rehabilitated. Beria was shot. 
With childish naivete I rejoiced and beHeved that justice had triumphed. 
I entered the Moscow Library institute. I remember with what enthu- 


Russian Jewees, Reizia Ana- 
tolyevna Palatnik. This let- 
ter, written by Mrs. Palat- 
nik before her arrest on 
charges of anti-Soviet acti- 
vities, was received in Israel. 


Siasm I accepted the condemnation of the owlt of Stalin at the 20th 


Party Congress. But why had not a word been said about the physical 
annihilation of the best representatives of the Jewish inteliigentsia in 
the post-war years? Why was anti-Semitism, that had been raised to 
the rank of state policy, not condemned? Why did they not open 
Jewish schools, theatres, publish Jewish newspapers and magazines? 
1 understood how MWusory was my bellef in the liquidation of anti- 
Semitism. 

When I graduated from the Institute and began to look for work, 
nobody vas interested in my professional qualifications. My belonging 
to the. Jewish nationclity tightly closed before my any possibility of 
working ἐπ α library of high standard. With I managed to 
get work in Odessa, in a brary of the lowest grade, where I am still 
working. 

1 appiied to P.O.B. 92 (the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem) with the 
request to look for my relatives in Israel, And this was when the 
organs of State Security became interested in me, My home was 
Searched and material about Israel was confiscated. I am constantly 
called for questioning and threatened with arrests. My friends, rela- 
tives and fellow-workers are also called for questioning and asked 
to testify to some sort of “anti-Soviet activity” on my part. 

T understand that arrest and perhaps many years of imprisonment 
awat me. But one thing 1 know positively: my fate is linked with 
israel, and no deprivations wi part me from you, my people. I am 
certain that the arrests in Leningrad, Riga and Kishinev will not stop 
the struggle of the Jews of the U.S.S.R. for their right to emigrate 
to Is: 

Unfortunately I don’t know the language of my people — Hebrew, 
but at the trial 1 shall make απ accusation of all anti-Semites in 
Yiddish, the language that my father and mother taught me.

Shippers protest 


against upvaluing 
of freight rates 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HATA. — The Shippers Council 
yesterday reacted very strongly to 
the announcement of the Continent 
Near East Contiment (Conecon) 
Shipping Conference, that it waa 
converting its freight rates from 
doliars into .the upvalued German 
marks, retroactively to May 10. The 
Conference’s announcement appeared 
in The Jerusalem Post 5 

‘Council secretary Arich Mehulal 
satd that the conversion would raise 
freight charges by aix to eight per 
cent between Israel and ports in 
Germany, Holland, Belgium and 
northern France. He stressed that 
the Council could not possibly agree 
to “this arbitrary increase,” which 
contradicted the explicit agreement 
between them, that the rates are 
based on the US. dollar. 

furthermore, the agreement clearly 
specified that two weeks’ notice must 
be given of any intended change. 
He noted that the Shippers’ Councils 
in Hurope had also announced their 
rejection of the intended raise. 

‘He noted that Zim, the National 
Shipping Company, is a 50 per cent 
partner in the Conference, which is 
the biggest serving in Israel, and it 
was “inconceivable” for it to raise 
rates up to eight per cent, thus 
badly hurting Israel's exports. He 
aiso warned that if the Conference 
would not retract, the Council would

Bank manager 
sent to prison 


-TEL AVIV. — The branch* mana- 


ger of the Israel-Arab Bank at the 
village of Tira m the Triangle was 
sentenced to four-and-a-half years 
imprisonment yesterday for stealing 
clients’ money, forging cheques and 
documents totallmg 1115,000, and 


setting fire to the branch to des- | 


troy the traces of his crime. His 
deputy manager received two-and-a- 
helt years for stealing IL4,000 and 
forging cheques. 

The two men are Abdul Latif 
Batib, 36, of Tira, who managed 
the branch from 1960, when it was 
opened, until his dismissal in 1969, 
and Bassem Abdul Hatib, 28, also 
from Tira. They both admitted to 
the charges against them. 

The three-man Tel Aviv District 
Court bench stressed the high inci- 
dence of crimes of this type in re- 
cent months, 

Two other employees of the bank, 
Zaid Ahmed Iraki, 32, and Halil 
Abdul Karim Kassem, 40, both of 
Tira, were charged with similar of- 
fences, but they pleaded not guilty 
and their trial was postponed. The 
four accused constituted the entire 
staff of the ‘branch until April 
1969, when first suspicions of the 
thefts came to light. The manager 
was then sent on leave, and shortly 
afterwards the three others were 
suspended, while a police investi- 
gation ints the affairs of the bank 


Since all crimes committed before 
the Six Day War have been amnes- 
tied, the charges related only to 
thefts which took place after June, 
1967.

The Kaiser Engineering Compa- 
ny’s claim for $33m. In damages 
for interruption of their contract 
with Dead Sea Works has been 
whittled down to an out-of-court 
settlement of $3,750,000. 

The settlement was made at a 
meeting in Geneva last Thursday, 
presided over by Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir. It ends a five-year 
dispute. 

Kaiser Engineering could not 
build a dam according to specifica- 
tions laid down by the Dutch con- 
sulting firm. The chief of Dead Sea 
Works at the time, Mr. Mordechai 
Makleff (now head of the Citrus 
Marketing Board), halted their ope- 
rations, and created an Israel con- 
cern called Tamarit to complete the 
job in their place. 

Out of [L56m. earned by Kaiser 
Engineering, 10 per cent was frozen 
owing to the deadlock. Payment of 
this 1L5.6m., obligation is included 
in the $3.75m. settlement, according 
to sources in the Dead Sea Works. 
“It is the best compromise that 
could be expected,” an official told 
The Jerusalem Post last night.
